Miners from within a radius of 
100 miles flocked ,.to Moweaqua 
Christmas day and again yester- 
day, to help in the rescue work 
and the retimbering of the under 
ground passages that would make 
it safe for the rescuers to penetrate. 
At ohne time yesterday 120 were at 
work, including many of the iocal 
diggers who had not been sent be- 
low ground Saturday morning be- 
cause the weather was warm and 
the demand for coal, therefore, less. 
Had there been a larger crew, all 
would have been killed, Millhouse 
and Shafer believe. 


Only Trained Rescue Crews. 
This morning, however, only 
trained members of three State 
mine rescue crews went under, 
ground, with some mine inspectors 
and five local miners. 

More.than 20 bodies were lined 
up in the local undertaking estab- 
lishment last night, with two em- 
balmers working on each one. Five 
embalmers were assigned to noth- 
ing but what they know techni- 
cally as “recreative art work”—the 
manipulation of brush, cometic and 
flesh paint, to obliterate the marks 
of burning and’ explosion. 

The embalmers, who came from 
all over this part of the State, were 
not paid, nor were they paid for 
the embalming fluid and other ma 
terials that they brought. Later, 
if there are any funds available, 
they will be paid at least for the 
materials. 

A committee of local - residents, 
many of them directors of the mine, 
planned to ask Gov. Emmerson to- 
day for State aid to reopen the 
mine. It is estimated that it will 
cost $2 a foot to clear the fallen 
slate and coal and to retimber. A 
survey will be made as soon as pos- 
sible to determine what the cost 
of restoration will be and on that 
survey hangs the future of Mo- 
weaqua. 

The death toll is second la 
for any mine disaster in the State, 
Millhouse said.

‘\Few Applications Perfected for Self-Liquid- 


ating Construction Plans Even After Ad- 
vances Have Been Approved. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 27. — Al- 


though $146,427,500 in self-liquidat- 


ing loans, designed to put the un- 
employed to work, have been au- 


thorized by the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, only $500,000 has 
been advanced, it was learned 
today. 

Many of the loans authorised by 
the corporation are contingent on 
state legislation or other contin- 
gencies that must be met before 
the cash will be forthcoming. 
Among the big self-liquidating loans 
in this class is the $62,050,000 auto- 
amortization for a bridge from San 
Francisco to Oakland, where an act 
of the State Legislature must be 
voted. 

Other large loans include $40,- 
000,000 to the Municipal Water 
District of Southern California and 
$13,000,000 for the New Orleans belt 
bridge. 

When all projects authorized get 
under way it is estimated that 
thousands of men will be employed, 
but so far, but 1400 are actually 
working as the result of R. F. C. 
loans. 

The corporation has granted re- 
life loans to meet conditions of 
abject poverty in the amount of 
$93,677,746, and by the time all of 


the January-February loans are 
made the figure probably will go 
to $150,000,000 

Applications for new loans are 
reaching the corporation every day 
from. communities that have ex- 
hausted all local funds and where 
private charity is without power to 
meet conditions. 

Of the total relief loans $87,109,- 
865 have gone‘to states. Repay- 
ment will be made beginning in 
1935 by the deduction of Federal 
road funds due those states. The 
remainder of the loans went to 
counties and cities and are secured 
by the obligations of those political 
subdivisions.

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—Donations 
by American philanthropic founda- 
tions in 1931 were one-fifth less 


than in 1930, it is stated in the sec-| 


ond annual study of foundation 
activities by the Twentieth Century 
Fund, but despite this curtailment, 
donations for social service work 
increased more than 40 per cent. 

More than $54,600,000 was dis- 
bursed by the 102 foundations re- 
porting to the fund. The report- 
ing foundations have capital funds 
of more than $770,000,000. 

Of the $54,600,000 given by foun- 
dations, the report shows that more 
than $17,000,000 went to the sup- 
port of medicine and public health 
and $13,500,000 to general educa- 
tion. The medical grant, however, 
was 43 per cent: less than in 1930 
and the education grant 19 per cent 
less. 

Grants to welfare agencies in 
1931 amounted to about $3,500,000 
more than 40 per cent greater than 
in the previous year.

Brown, after being elected, not before, 
says: “The Legislature is going to /re- 
ceive all sorts of panaceas. I do not 
think the Legislature will be swept off 
its feet by these tailor-made bills. I can- 
not imagine that the Legislature would 
go into the elective State offices and take 
away their functions and transfer them 
to new appointive bureaus to be created. 
The fight is against the creation of more 
boards and bureaus.” 

Mr. Brown does not seem to realize 
that the last election was a public 
demonstration against the present high 
taxes, against the superfluous bureaus, 
boards and commissions, against high 
State salaries, and against placing tribes 
of favored relatives and friends in pub- 
lic offices. 

The next Legislature may not “be 
swept off its feet” by necessary and pro- 
posed tax reforms and “tailor-made bills,” 
but it will be swept out of office in four 
years if the above-mentioned tax reduc- 
tion and governmental waste are not giv- 
en due consideration and some allevia- 
tion. : TAXPAYER.

regard the abandonment of the gold standard by 
these 44 countries as an important causal factor in 
the present depression. With very few exceptions, 
suspension of the gold standard has followed, not 
preceded, the collapse of prices, the default on private 
and public debts, the unbalancing of government 
budgets and the growth of unemployment. It was in 
South America and Australia; where a sharp drop 
in the prices of agricultural products and raw mate- 
rials came to countries already struggling with the 
burden of recklessly incurred public debts, that the 
post-1929 gold standard suspensions began. At the 
present time, all of the 10 republics of South America 
are off the gold standard. 

Great Britain’s suspension of payments came only 
after the position of the Bank of England had been 
badly impaired by heavy withdrawals of short-term 
balances. In the United States, the fears that were 
expressed as to the maintenance of the gold standard 
came only in the third year of depression. 

Although currency depreciation has led to some 
agitation for the application of anti-dumping duties, 
on the whole it has been the disorder in the world’s 
trade that has impaired the international financial 
position and the currency of so many countries, and 
not the suspension of the gold standard that has 
disrupted international trade. The idea that the 
United States is inundated by imports from coun- 
tries off the gold standard finds no support in the 
statistics of our foreign trade. The suspension of 
the gold standard is not responsible for the reckless 
borrowing by many governments in the period before 
1929, for the aftermath of real estate and security 
speculation, for the extreme ‘rigidity in price struc- 
tures from the activities of cartels, monopolies and 
valorization plans, for the raising of tariff barriers 
or for the problems of the war debts. 

Few will question the desirability of a return to 
normal monetary conditions in the rest of the world, 
but those who believe that the failure of these 44 
countries to reform their currencies isan important 
factor in the depression are guilty of a strange 
confusion in the causal order of events. When these 
monetary disorders have their roots deep in the in- 
ternational economic situation, it is not surprising 
that the English and many other peoples feel that 
as @ prerequisite to monetary reform on their parts 
there must be some clearing of the skies of inter- 
national trade and finance.

On this cleared space would 
be erected 7481 apartments and 700 single residences, 
leaving 75 per cent of the area in parks and other 
forms Of open space. The project would cost $6,- 
000,000, and the average rental would be $6.60 per 
room per month. Another CleVeland project, to cost 


| $2,000,000, would provide fabricated steel apartments 


with five-room suites renting as low as $15 a month. 

In Toledo and in Youngstown, various groups are 
working on new housing plans, while in Cincinnati, 
mass housing has already proceeded without benefit 
of a housing law. In that city, the Cincinnati Bet- 
ter Homes organization, organized voluntarily into a 
limited dividend corporation, is blazing a trail which 
will, in time, be trod by all the cities in the coun- 
try. 

Ernest J. Bohn of Cleveland, who might be termed 
the father of mass housing there, says that “un- 
less private capital accepts the challenge of social 
problems growing out of the existence of slums, we 
will be forced to government housing schemes such 
as those in Europe.” We believe, however, that pri- 
vate capital can be attracted to mass housing as a 
conservative and profitable form of investment. 

It is only a question of time and education, for the 
public to become convinced that hoyses for the poor, 
at low rentals, and among attractive surroundings, 
aside from immense improvement they offer in so- 
cial conditions, are a necessity for the modern city. 
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A PICTURE FOR PENNELL. 

News photographs are like news stories. For a 
while they run along in more or less the same vein, 
picturing pretty much the routinely interesting in 
life. There are the movie star honeymoons, the 
prominent divorcees, the train wrecks, the views of 
royalty, the goings-on at the White House and along 
Broadway. Then comes one that stands out, pearl- 
like among the sand grains: A striking subject 
and a photographer’s sense of proportion set it apart 
from the ordinary flow. Simple pictorial beauty brings 
home the realization that here on a page’ of the eve- 
ning newspaper is a work of art.

HERE is now being circulated among 

the super-patriots of the Japanese army 

a confidential booklet boasting of the re- 
cent assassinations of such “traitors” as Pre- 
mier Inukai, Baron Dan, Finance Minister 
Inouye. The booklet,issued by the Dai- 
Nankokai, organization of patriots, calls on 
its members to assassinate several more 
“traitors,” among them leading statesmen of. 
Japan. The contents of this booklet are 
sent from Japan by Junius B. Wood, corre- 
spondent in Tokio of the-Milwaukee Journal 
and the Chicago Daily News. 

In plain words, this Fascist army group 
urges the murder of influential Japanese. 
who in any way oppose or are lukewarm to 
the army’s policy in China and Manchuria. 
The names.of the assassins are printed in 
the booklet, that they may be duly honored. 

This creates no sensation in Japan. For 
political asssassination is an ancient and 
honorable procedure, and‘ in recent years 
most of the victims have been liberal or 
progressive statesmen. There is no rela- 
tionship between: these Japanese murders 
and the gang warfare of America or the 
treacherous murder of one Chinese war lord, 
by another—for in Japan the motives are 
génuine feelings of patriotism. There is no 
thought of personal gain on the part of the 
political assassin. 

Bunji Omura, Japanese journalist, writing 
in Asia magazine, explains the Oriental at- 
titude toward political assassinations: 

“As the news reaches the people of Japan 

e Premier has been assassinated !’—sub- 
consciously and intuitively they think, ‘How 
splendid!’ They naturally sympathize with 
the statesman who has been killed, but with- 
out knowing the details, they admire, out of 
a kind of faithfulness to feudal memories, 
the man who has taken his life. 

“It must be understood that in Japan a 
political assassination is an altruistic ges- 
ture of protest the Government. No 
recent political assassin sought personal 
gain of any kind. Having achieved his end, 
he either committed suicide or surrendered 
himself to the authorities. Every assassin 
brought: to trial in recent years has ad- 
mitted his guilt in court and declared him- 
self willing to accept punishment”

Old--Fashioned, Artist Says 


Richard Miller, Who Began Career Here, 
Chats of Art Tendencies—tTells of 


Plaza Plan 


of the 90’s. 


Modernism is becoming old-fash- 
ioned, in the opinion of Richard 
Miller, former St. Louisan, a found- 
er of the Provincetown colony, and 
one of the most famous of Ameri- 
can artists. 

“You know what an art critic is,” 
he said, looking for his ancient hat 
in odd corners of Henry C, Heier’s 
studio at 2313 Washington boule- 
vard, where Miller is finishing a 
portrait of Dr. Fred Taussig. Mil- 
ler, rarely separated from that hat, 
had been persuaded by a photo- 
grapher to take it off. He found it 
and went on. 

“An art critic is just like a news- 
paper man—out for news. If any 
man who’s been doing good work 
for years turhs out a new painting 
—well, what of it? But the critic 
can find a funny pitture, raise a 
row and create a stir. There's news 
in a freak. And sometimes there's 
merit, too. Modern art has a iot 
of merit that will stick. It has 
taught us a few things. 

Says Modernism Revived Design. 

“One thing it recalled to us, and 


(a thing in which we had been re- 
| miss, was design. I had to consider 


very carefully the set of the head, 
the placing of the hands in the 
portrait over there. Before the 
modernist movement began, por- 
trait painters had forgotten there 
was such a thing as design. There 
is nothing new in it. The old 
masters designed beautifully. It 
was wiped out by the impression- 
ists. They were so obsessed with 
atmosphere and color that they for- 
got form altogether. 

“Atmosphere and color are never 
permanent. Paint won't remain 
the same color forever. But the 
design will etay. And that is the 
creative part of it. The rest, after 


all, is a sort of copying. That is 


the thing we can thank the mud- 
ernists for. And there’s a lot more 
we cannot thank them for. 


“Nobody paid much attention to 
them but the intelligentsia and the 
painters. The average person just 
went on buyirig the pictures he 
liked. But nobody would like to 
see the movement wiped out. Com- 
placency is death to anything. After 
they’ve told us how rotten we are, 
perhaps we can get busy and see 
if we can’t be good. And now that 
they’ve made the rules hard for us, 
we want to see them live up to 
the rules they’ve established.” 


Plaza Idea Back im the ‘Nineties. 


Milter, who likes the Civil Courts 
building—“early modern,” was his 
comment—in a week overcrowded 
both socially and professionally, 
had had scant time to take in the 
beginnings of plaza and related im- 
provements. But he was emphatic 
in approval. 

“Away back in the ‘nineties,” he 
said, “Louis Mulgardt—I_ think 
that’s the way he spelled it—made 
a proposal to create a central plaza 
about Twelfth street.

“When I went to work for the 
Post-Dispatch,” he recalled, “hardly 
any American painter could make a 
living with pictures. And when I 
left the Post-Dispatch to go to 
Paris (in 1899), you could count the 
American painters on the fingers 
of one hand. Now there are thou- 
sands of them.”

X-RAY THERMOMETER SHOWN 


Invention Tells Doctor When He Is 
Exposed Too Much. 
By the Associated Press. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Dec. 27. 
—The latest medical instrument is 
an X-ray thermometer, the size of 
a lead pencil. Carried in a physi- 
cian’s pocket, it indicates when he 
has been getting too much X-rays 
for his own safety. 

It was brought to the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science by Dr. Robert A. Millikan, 
and is an invention of the Califor- 
nia Institute of Technology physics 
laboratory. ‘There are so far only 
three of them in the world. A sil- 
vered quartz wire weighing a quar- 
ter billionth of an ounce is the se- 
cret. This little wire, when charged 
electrically, stands out like a flag 
in the breeze. Too much X-rays re- 
move the charge, causing the wire 
to droop.

Some argument may develop over 
the “dead ball” rule whith makes 
the ball “dead” when any part of 
the carrier’s body except his hands 
or feet touches the ground, but even 
this provision seems to have thé 
backing of majority opinion.
